Poughkeepsie. 

Iiiiit.  10s.  The  capital  “P”  in  Pougkeepsie  joins  the  “o,” 
and  extends  below  the  line  of  the  other  letters  ; in  tlje  genuine 
the  letters  all  line  straight. 

J'lRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Poughkeepsie. 

Imit.  10s.  The  printing  on  the  right  upper  corner  is  heavier 
than  the  genuine. 

CENTRAL  NATIO.VAL  BANK— Rome. 

Imit.  10s.  The  printing  on  the  right  upper  corner  is  heavier 
than  that  of  the  genuine.  Shading  thick  and  heavy. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Lockport. 

Imit.  100.  The  face  of  the  bill  is  well  executed,  while  the 
back  of  the  bill  is  much  inferior  to  that  of  the  genuine. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Red  Hook. 

Imit.  10s.  The  words  “ National  Bank  of,”  in  the  title  are 
very  irregular,  the  genuine  presenting  a much  better  ap- 
pearance. 

NEW  YORK  CITY. 

MECHANICS’  NATIONAL  BANK. 

Imit.  10s,  20s. 

Imit.  10s.  'I'liis  is  the  same  plate  as  the  First  National  Bank. 
Imit.  20s.  This  engraving  is  well  done,  but  the  impression 
of  the  figure  20  is  a little  blurred,  while  on  the  genuine,  the  im- 
pression is  clear  jiiid  a little  lighter. 

MERCHANTS’  NATIONAL  BANK. 

Imit.  10s,  20s. 

Imit.  10s.  The  signature  and  number  badly  printed,  and 
presents  a rough  appearance  when  compared  with  the  genuine. 
Imit.  20s.  Is  the  same  as  Commerce  National. 

FOURTH  NATIONAL  BANK. 

Imit.  50s.  Eyes  of  male  figure,  on  face  of  bill,  in  prayer  for 
victory,  are  indistinct,  and  the  flag  waving  near  the  tent  in 
the  background,  is  too  small  and  faint ; on  back  of  note,  one 
tigure  to  the  right  in  the  group  is  missing,  and  the  })lanks  of 
the  deck  of  the  ship  are  not  well  defined  when  a glass  is  ap- 
plied. 


FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK. 


Imit.  2s,  10s.  On  the  “First  National  Bank,”  appears  to 
havt^beeii  engraved  by  the  same  band,  as  the  engraving  is  a 
fac-similc.  These  bills  are  badly  printed,  the  shading  of  “ Uni- 
ted States  ” is  lighter  than  the  genuine,  the  curve<l  line  under 
tiie  word  “ United  States  ” touches  shading  of  “ UN  ” in  coun* 
terfeit,  and  does  not  in  the  genuine. 

NINTH  NATIONAL  BANK; 

Imit.  2s,  10s. 

Imit.  2s.  In  the  genuine,  the  title  of  Bank  reads  “Ninth 
National  Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York  the  counterfeit 
reads  “ Ninth  National  Bank  of  City  of  New  York.”  The 
word  “ tiie  ” being  omited  in  the  counterfeit. 

Imit.  10s.  Engraving  well  done,  paper  and  printing  very 
good.  There  is  a little  dilTerence  in  size  of  bill,  the  genuine 
being  the  larger. 

Imit.  10s.  Same  plate  as  First  National  Bank  as  mentioned 
above. 

Imit.  20.S.  In  the  battle  of  Lexington  their  is  no  boy  behind 
the  soldier  loading  his  gun,  in  the  genuine  there  is. 

MARINE  NATIONAL  BANK. 

Imit.  2s  lOs. 

Imit.  2s.  The  appearance  of  these  bills  is  good,  but  the 
shading  under  the  title  of  bank  is  irregular  and  very  dark ; the 
genuine  presents  a light  appearance. 

Imit.  10s.  This  plate  is  the  same  as  used  for  First  National 
Bank.  It  appears  to  have  answered  for  many  banks. 

CO.MMERCE  NATIONAL  BANK. 

Imit.  5s,  10s,  20s. 

Imit.  5s.  Are  reported  in  circulation,  but  w'e  have  not  seen 
any,  so  we  are  unabie  to  describe  them;  persons  receiving  the 
above  bills  had  better  apply  to  some  bank  expert. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Philadelphia. 

Imit.  lOs.  This  is  a bad  counterfeit;  the  shading  under 
“Pliiladelphia  ” being  very  black  and  continuous.  Notice 
theabsense  of  shading  on  words,  “ will  pay”  and  “ to  bearer,” 
and  the  word  “ currency  ” on  the  upper  right  corner  of  bill,  it 
is  sx)clled  curreny  in  counterfeit. 


THIRD  NATIONAL  BANK— Philadelphia. 

Imifc.  10s.  Same  plate  as  one  above. 

SIXTH  NATIONAL  BANK— Philadelphia.  ^ 

Imit.  2s.  The  clouds  on  the  left  end  are  badly  engraved 
and  the  shading  thick. 

INDIANA. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Indianapolis. 

Imit.  20s.  The  general  appearance  of  the  bill  is  bad,  par’ 
ticularly  on  the  reverse  side,  the  baptism  of  Pocahontas  is 
very  poorly  done,  the  genuine  presenting  a very  clear  appear- 
ance. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— New  Albany. 

Imit.  20s.  Engraving  coarse  ; the  woman’s  face,  neck,  and 
arms  are  darker  than  the  genuine. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— New  Richmond. 

Imit.  10s.  Poorly  executed,  and  has  a dark,  course  appear- 
ance when  compared  with  the  genuine. 

OHIO. 

FOURTH  NATIONAL  BANK— Cincinnati. 

Imit.  100s.  The  letter  “T,”  in  the  word  maintain,  on  the 
right  end  of  the  bill  looks  like  an  F.  Perfect  T in  the  genuine. 

OHIO  NATIONAL  BANK— Cincinnati. 

Imit.  100s.  These  bills  are  well  done  and  likely  to  deceive. 
The  parties  receiving  these  bills  had  better  apply  to  a bank 
expert  for  information. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Dayton. 

Imit.  5s.  There  is  no  such  bank. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Germantown. 

Imit.  5s.  The  face  of  the  bill  is  good,  the  back  is  imper- 
fect, being  badly  executed. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Canton. 

Imit.  5s.  Well  executed,  excepting  the  left  end  of  the  back, 
the  pibiting  being  heavier  than  the  genuine 


PHODE  ISLAND. 


G ACKS—Pro  vidence. 

Imit.  Is,  2s,  500s. 

Imit.  Is.  The  paper  is ■ poor,  but  tlie  engraving  first-class, 
excepting  tlie  oval  portrait  of  Washington  ; the  oval  is  more 
round  and  a quarter  of  an  inch  shorter  than  the  genuine. 

Imit.  500s.  Is  one  of  the  best  imitations  ever  made.  The 
ear  of  J.  Q.  Adams,  in  the  oval  portrait  is  blurred,  in  the  gen- 
uine it  is  well  defined  and  brought  out. 

TREASURY  NOTES. 

Imit.  50s.  The  a})pearance  is  darker  than  the  genuine,  but 
the  engraving  is  apparently  as  fine  ; words  “ Fifty  Dollars  ” 
have  a blurred  appearance,  probably  done  while  in  the  pro- 
cess of  printing.  The  paper  is  stiffer  and  has  a greasy  ap- 
pearance, and  is  otherwise  differently  executed  when  com- 
pared with  the  genuine. 

Notice — Imit.  2s  on  the  Amazon  National  Bank.  There  is 
no  such  bank  in  existence. 

Fourth  National  Bank,  Hail.  No  such  bank  in  existence. 
NATIONAL  BANK— Newport. 

Imit.  2s.  Shading  under  title  of  Bank  is  very  irregulars 
the  ligure  “ 2 ” on  the  right  upper  corner  is  very  heavy,  wdiile 
that  oh  the  genuine  is  clear  and  well  defined. 

NATIONAL  BANK— Providence. 

Imit.  2s.  The  engraving  is  w’ell  done  excepting  the  signa- 
ture, which  is  heavy  and  thick  w'hen  comxiared  with  the  gen- 
uine.

Note  the  following  changes:  Under  the  letter  C, 
in  the  word  “Chicago,”  on  the  face  of  the  note,  the  sha.lc 
hne  runs  into  the  top  of_  the  first  letter  in  the  word  “ jiay,” 
w'hich  is'dTrectly  under  it,  in  the  genuine  a distinct  space  in- 
tervenes. makin<j.  it  easv  to  detect. 


Note — The  Traders’  National  Bank  note  plate  was  stolen,  and 
all  the  above  fives  counterfeited  by  it.  The  only  me.'^us  of 
detecting  the  difference  between  the  genuine  and  the  ^un- 
tei'feit,  tlie  printing  on  the  back  of  the  counterfeit  is  bad, 
while  on  the  genuine  the  printing  is  good  and  clear  on  both 
Bides. 

THIRD  NATIONAL  BANK— Chicago. 

Iinit.  10s.  Raised  from  Is.  Two  females  with  hands  clasped 
one  pointing  upward.  The  raised  figures  are  not  so  even  as 
the  genuine,  making  it  easy  to  detect. 

MERCHANTS  NATIONAL  BANK— Chicago. 

Imit.  10s.  The  engraving  on  each  end  is  course,  and  the 
printing  bad,  while  on  the  genuine  it  is  clear  and  good. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Chicago. 

Imit.  20s.  The  engraving  appejars  to  be  good,  but  the  X)rint- 
ing  is  much  darker  than  the  genuine. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Galena. 

Imit.  5s.  There  is  no  such  Bank  in  existence. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

FIRST  NATIONAL  BANK— Boston. 

Imit.  5s,  20s,  lOOs. 

Imit.  5s.  The  signature  not  as  well  executed  as  the  genuine. 
Imit.  20s.  The  left  hand  of  the  soldier  holding  the  gun 
does  not  touch  the  “D”  in  deposit;  in  the  genuine  it  does. 

Imit.  100s.  The  same  plate  as  the  Fourth  National  Bank, 
Cincinnati  Ohio.  There  is  not  many  of  these  out. 

COMMERCIAL  BANK— Bedford. 

Imit.  50s.  The  only  difference  is  the  figure  50  does  not  show 
quite  as  full  as  on  the  genuine,  and  the  printing  on  the  back 
is  paler. 


MICHIGAN. 

PEOPLE’S  NATIONAL  BANK— Jackson. 

Imit.  5s.  Engraving  coarse ; signatures  printed  on  tlie 
right  end  ; the  female  figures  are  very  indistinct,  those  of  the 
genuine  are  clear. 


Counterfeiters  of  late,  have  turned  their  attention  to  the 
manufacture  of  small  money,  great  sums  of  which  are  in  the 
mai^t.  This  description  of  money  is  sold  in  large  sums  to 
men  in  prominent  possitions,  and  in  such  situations  as  enable 
them  to  dispose  of  it  in  great  quantities  in  the  shape  of  wages, 
thereby  flooding  the  market  before  the  puWic  is  aware  of  its 
circulation.  Great  care  should  be  taken  and  good  judgment  used 
in  receiving  fractional  currency,  as  the  trade  in  this  description 
of  money  is  very  large,  particulary  in  50  cent  sfamps,  as  also 
in  25,  15,  and  10  cent  stamps;  5 'cent  nickle  pieces  in  large 
quantities  are  in  the  market.  It  is  paid  out  in  many  ways  in- 
tentionally or  otherwise,  and  generally  fall  into  the  hands  of 
those  least  able  to  bear  it.  One  of  the  great  difficulties  that 
the  counterfeiter  has  to  contend  with,  is  to  procure  the  right 
kind  of  paper ; the  next  is  to  preserve  good  press  work. 

Imitation  50  cent  stamps  now  in  circulation  are  much  smal- 
ler than  the  genuine,  the  pale  impression  on  the  center  of  this 

note  mal^s  it  easy  to  detect  when  compared  with  tlie  good 
note. 

The  25  cent  stamps,  as  a counterfeit,  are  very  suspicious  ; 
their  general  appearance  is  bad,  and  the  printing  verj'^  pale 
when  compared  with  the  genuine.  There  are  a great  many 
in  circulation. 

The  15  cent  stamps  look  good  on  the  face,  but  the  printing 
on  the  right  end  of  the  stamp  is  blurred  and  very  thick. 

The  10  cent  stamps  are  very  plentiful  and  pass  very  easily, 
and  their  general  appearance  is  good ; the  center  of  the  stamp 
on  the  back  is  very  light. 

Nickles  are  very  plentifully  circulated,  they  are  easily  told 
uiv  account  of  the  softness  of  the  metal.
